Inrushlng  seas  Inundated  3,000 
houses  in  the  village  of  Fukura.

Tlie  blow  struck 
aifu  at  10:30  ajn.,  at  a  velocity  of 
seventy-eight  miles  an  hour. 

Osaka  police  reported  more  than 
100  persons  were  known  to  have 
been  klUed  there. 

The  newspaper  Asahl  said  there 
were  indications  that  the  greatest 
national  disaster  since  the  1923 
earthquake  had  strucli  Japan,  add- 
ing that  more  than  150  school- 
houses  had  collapsed  In  Osaka  alone. 
The  storm,  typical  of  those  which 
frequently  are  the  scourge  of  the 
Empire  during  the  Autumnal  equi- 
nox, tore  through  the  Industrial 
heart  of  the,  nation,  causing  death 
and  dersstatlon,  and  paralydag  in- 
dustry and  oommunicatlons. 
Coastal  shipping  was  imperiled. 

HOUSES  BLOWN  DOWN 
The  damage  was  most  severe  In 
Osaka  and  Kyoto.  Japanese  news- 
papers said  msmy  liouses  were 
blown  down  at  Kyoto,  while  a  large 
schoolhouse  burned  during  the 
height  of  the  storm.

nominees  for  the  Primacy  were  conttned  to  the

meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  de.slgna- 
tlon  of  a  successor  to  the  late  Most  Rev.  claren- 
don L.  Worrell,  Archbishop  of  Halifax,  fell  upon 
one  of  Uie  younger  diocesans.  The  new  Primate 
is  f\fty-elght  years  of  age  and  has  been  only  nine 
years  a  bishop  The  expreawd  purpose  of  the 
General  Synod  u»  establish  as  early  as  possible 
a  prtmatlal  iee,  by  whlrh  the  Primate  will  have 
charge  of  a  comparatively  small  dlocese  and 
thereby  be  released  for  epliicopal  duty  oyer  the 
whole  church,  will  give  him  opportunity  of  SOT- 
vl(  e  beyond  any  of  hla  predecessors. 

The  appointment  will  meet  With  deep  satLs- 
faction  throughout  the  "Nvhole  church  During 
his  short  term  in  the  eplau^acy  Archbishop 
Owen  has  become  widely  known  and  highly  es- 
teemed He  was  chairman  of  the  AoKlican 
National  Commission,  which  for  three  years, 
from  192S  to  1931.  travelled  over  Canada  inves- 

tl^'ating  the  needs  and  opportunities  (jf  Angli- 
canism. During  the  tour  he  visited  Victoria.  The 
Commission's  report,  that  was  made  at  the  last 
General  .Synod,  has  become  the  ^ulduig  policy  ff 
the  church.  The  new  Primate  is  gracious  and 
sincere,  firm  but  not  dogmatic,  wann->hearted, 
genei  iiu.s-minded.  of  Jufllcial  temper,  a  wise 
administrator  and  greatly  loved.  When  Dean 
Of  •Ohrlat'  Church  Cathedral,  Hamilton,  he 
was  elected  Rishop  of  NlaRara  unanimously,  an 
almost  unprecedented  act  of  appreciation.  Qiven 
the  ordinary  term  of  life,  Arehblah<n;>  Owen  will 
exercise  during  the  coming  years  a  tremendous 
Influence  lor  good  upon  his  own  communion  and 
the  general  religious  Ufe  of  Oiaada.
